That no manner of free-quarter orbillerting ſhall be 
taken by or for any Horſe or Foot Souldiers, nor any 
Taxc, Charge, or Impoſfition whatſoever ſhall be laid 
uponor required from any [nhabitant of this County, 
without preſent paymear for the ſame in money, as 
they ſhall agree by conſent exceptonly for Houſe- 
room according to the quality otthe Perſon. Billeted, 
and of the Perſon in whoſe Houſe heis fo Billited, - 
andexcepr for Fire & Candle,ſuchas the Maſter, Mi- 
ſtreſſe, or Dame of the Family uſe torthemſclves and 
their own-Family, 

Thatno Women Boyes or Children following the 
Army,be 2dmitted from henceforth, to have Houle. 
roome, unleſſeitbe by conſent, and by Compolition 
with thc owner of the Houſe for the ſame. 

 Thatthe high Conſtables in every Hundred reſpe. 
aively be the immediate Collectors both of the Mo- 
neys and Proviſions fromthe Inhabitants, paying the 
ſame; and they to pay the ſame overto the hizh She- 
riffe of the County, or ſuch as he (hall appoint, at the 
timesand places betore mentioned, and they to pay or 
dcliverrhe ſame to ſuch Officers of the Army as fhall 
be appointed to reccive and diftribute the ſame unta 
and amongſtthe Souldiers. 

And becauſethe ſaid Weekly ſumme of a 1000! 
was formetly laid upon the whole County, whereof 
the five Hundreds above mentioned wete parcel: Iris 
now ordered, thatſuch ſumme of mony parcell of rhe 
ſaid 1000!, which the ſaid five Hundreds ſhould 
have borne, and arenow excepted as aforeſaid, ſhall

That theſe Agreements be (ſetled by order of the 
Councell of Warre, and entred with: the Secretary of 
thar Councell, to theend thatall Commanders, Ofh. 
cers, and Souldiers, . may rake knowledge of and obs» 
ierve the ſame. . | 

And ir is further deſired by the County, and of 
thcir behalfe, that the .Lords-and others His Maje- 
ſtics Commiſſioners, would by. their Order, as 
much as in them lyeth, confirme the ſame, anc 
2ivelife to the due execution thereof , and that His 
Majeſty by His Royall Proclamation will bee plea- 
ſed ro Command the due-Exccution and obſervation 
theicof, ina'lthe parts thereof, And His Majeſty ha- 
ving peruſed theſe Agreements,and declared his Grati- 
ous Approbation thereof, now according tothe Re. 
.c{ made on the behalfe of the Country, The Lords 
and other His Majeſties Commiſſioners doe order, 
T hat they will be ready to givetheicbeft aſſiſtancethar: 
theſe Agreements ſhall be duely- obſerved; that they 
will conſtantly meet inthe Audite-houſe, thereto re- 
ceivethe complaints of the Country, ifthere ſhall be 
cauſe, and as there ſhall be cauſe to recommend the' 
Redrefle of what ſhall be amifle inany part, either to 
the Kings Majeſty, or tothe Councellof Warre, it the 
Lords themſelves ſhall not have the meanes otherwiſe 
tro redrefierhe ſame. And to the end+thatthe County 
may have a convenient: opportunity;upon all occaſt. 
ons, to preſent their complaints when there ſhall be 
caule, they: doe with one conſent make choyce of 
William Hynton-Efquire, one of the Gentlemenof His 
Majeſties privy-Chamber,and one of the Inhabicancs 
amongſt them, to performe that good office for them 
tromrimetotime, which His Majeſty doth very well 
a2PPptrOoVe, - ?

All which His Majeſty doth very well approve of, 
and.doth Command it tobe Printed and publiſhed , in 
every Church and Chappell of the County, to the 
end that notice being generally raken thereof, all Per- 
ſons of all qualities , whom it doth or may concerne, 
may apply themſelves to the performance thereof. 

And further, His Majeſty being defrrous that ſo 
o00d a worke may not periſhin the Execution, which 
is thelife of all good ations,' doth by this His Royall 
Proclamation. declare, That as ne doubteth not, bur 
thar the Inhabitants of this County will on their parts 
obſerve the ſame, and will continue it, as long asthe 
neceſſity ſhall continue, which His Majz:ſty will, by alf 
poflible meanes he can, endeavour to ſhortenand caſe, 
ſo He doth ſtrictly Charge and Command, That on 
the part of the Souldicrs the ſame be qduely obſerved; 
And that if any Souldtier, of what quality foever, Pre- 
ſumeto breake theſe Agreements, orro offend contra- 
rv tothe ſame, That every ſuch ofcador ſhall be (e- 
vercly proceeded againſt), according to the quality of 
his off:ace, . that by the Exzcinplary puniſh n2nc of 
ſome, others may bz warned and deterred from com- 
mirting the like, Hs Myzſty being reſolved,as on the 
one fide, to puniſh thoſe who will not be: admoniſhed, 
according'to the due.courle of luſtice, ſo onthe other 
fide, to reward thoſe- who have and fhall deferve welf 
by tacir good Examples, according to their ſeverall 
qualities ard deſervings, as foone as it fhall pleaſe God 
to:enable Him thereunto, Given at Hi Hajefties 
Court at Oxtord, the't7 day of Ofober, in the Nine.
